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SETTLEMENT MAY

BLOOD MAY NOT FLOW BRIDLE 
D EEP A FTER ALL. 


An Unkind Populace Now Says that 
Governor Waite Is Not Right In 
His Head— Police and Militia Are 
Still 
Camped 
Opposite 
Each 
Other. * 
D e n v e r, Colo., 
March 17 —Armed 
peace reigned in Denver yesterday. A 
great deal of excitem ent still exists. 
Gen. McCook and the federal troops 
are still here and they will remain 
until all danger of riot and bloodshed 
is dvef*. 
Gen. McCook will simply con­ 
fine himself to m aintaining the public 
peace. 
The city was comparatively quiet at 
8 o’clock in the morning, all hostilities 
having been suspended aw aiting the 
result of the conference between fcGen. 
McCook, commandii g the government

troops, and Gov. Waite and his ad* 
visers, w hich was to take place at 9 
o’clock 
Five 
companies 
of 
the 
Seventh 
United 
States 
Infantry 
were 
encamped 
a t 
the 
Union 
depot, ready to move on the city 
hall at a moment’s notice should the 
governor request him to do so. 
The 
militia were w ithdraw n from around 
the city hall, and the streets leading 
to the building were almost deserted. 
The police force, greatly re-enforced, 
was still under arms at the city hall. 
It was understood their fighting force 
numbered about 350 men. 
At 8:30 o’clock the m ilitia guard at 
Douglas place, where Gov. Waite re­ 
sides, was recalled to the armory, and 
for the first time since 4 o’clock Thurs­ 
day afternoon the building was left 
unprotected. 
Shortly 
afterw ard 
his excellency left for 
the execu­ 
tive chambers, b u t refused to dis­ 
cuss the situation further than to say 
th at he would like a consultation w ith 
Gen. McCook of the United States 
army at IO o’clock. 
The conference, 
which was held in the presence of no 
other 
person, 
lasted 
but 
a 
short 
time, 
aiftl 
it 
is 
under­ 
stood 
was 
exceedingly 
peppery, 
the governor being very angry be­ 
cause Gen, McCook refused to aid the 
governor in his purpose to seat the 
new commissioners, but confined him ­ 
self to dispersing the crowd and main­ 
taining the peace. 
At the term ina­ 
tion of the interview the governor 
sent Gen. McCook a letter in which he 
w ithdrew his request to Gen. McCook 
to leave Denver w ith 
the 
federal 
troops. 
All of the city offices were open for 
business in the morning, but there 
was little going on. 
A few policemen 
were sent out on patrol duty, but most 
of the force was continued on guard 
in the basement of the city hall. 
It was decided at 10:30 last night to 
subm it to the Supreme court the ques­ 
tion from the governor w hether or not 
he has the right to remove and ap­ 
point members of the fire and police 
board. 
This would seem to assure a 
peaceful solution of the trouble th at 
has stirred Denver during the last few 
days. 
The governor promised to with­ 
draw his forces and the new police 
board was to be given a room in the 
city hall in which to organize the old 
board to keep its present quarters and 
exercise its usual powers.at least until 
the court had passed on the m atter. 
At 11:30, however, Chief of Police 
Stone received an intim ation th at the 
’ governor 
m editated a raid before 
morning in spite of the agreement. 
Fifty officers w ith rilles and shotguns 
were at once posted in the dark build­ 
ing and notice sent the sheriff. 
Later 
the chief began massing bis forces in 
the city hall in much larger numbers. 
There has yet been no apparent 
movement on the part of the governor 
to asrain order out the militia, but 
Game W arden 
Callicott has sworn 
in 150 deputies, who under the state 
law have the powers of deputy sheriffs 
to guard the governor and do his bid­ 
ding. 
A meeting of prom inent citizens was 
held in Judge Yeamans’ office, at 
which the question of the governor’s 
sanity was seriously discussed, 
At 
11:30 the meeting 
adjourned until 
morning. 
If it is decided to procure a 
lunacy inquiry affidavits will be filed 
with Judge Le Fevre of the County 
court, who will issue an order and it 
will become the duty of the sheriff to 
arrest the governor and hold hiAi for 
a jury trial. 
The governor’s office is 
guarded by personal friends, heavily 
armed, and his house is similarly 
watched at night. 
His friends ridicule 
the idea th at he is insane. 
Gen. McCook says there is no doubt 
th at had a gun been fired Thursday 
the governor would have been lynched 
w ithin half an hour. to the state's last­ 


ing disgrace. 
Gen. McCook says he 
has the United States troops here only 
to protect public property, and they 
will remain in town until the excite­ 
ment is over, especially since there is 
a large number of desperate men in 
town readjT to fom ent rio t so as to 
make robbery possible. 
The governor has not ordered the 
outside militia to come to Denver, bu* 
they are under orders and drawing 
pay. 
Ile has instructed livery stable 
men to have IOO horses ready for his 
use to-day. 
This strange order has 
added to the general uneasiness. 
The old board holding the city hall 
says it will defy the whole state 
militia, which can not muster much 
over 800 men. 
The state troops at Durango, Boul­ 
der, Colorado Springs, Grand Junction 
and other centers have been uniformed 
and under arms all day, ready to take 
special trains to Denver, and the state 
troops in this city have been on call. 
Exciting reports have been flying all 
over the State. 
Many people regard 
the governor’s m ilitary dem onstration 
as a big bluff to show his contem pt for 
Judge Graham’s injunction and compel 
the judge, if possible, to arrest him. 
Gen. McCook has removed the troops 
from the Union depot to the Gettys­ 
burg building 
on 
Champa 
street- 
There they will remain until further 
orders. 
Sheriff Burchinell sent the following 
telegram in the afternoon to Secretary 
of War Lamont at W ashington: 
“ I am quite able to m aintain peace 
here unless the m ilitia of the state is 
used against ne. 
Nobody but the 
governor is seeking to disturb the 
peace and he is acting in contem pt of 
the District court of this county.” 
Twenty prom inent citizens also sent 
a long message to the Colorado dele­ 
gation in congress reviewing the situ­ 
ation, and asking th at the federal 
troops be not removed, as bloodshed 
and destruction of property would 
siirely follow. 
Gov. W aite 
appears to entertain 
some fear for his life. 
His house was 
guarded by a detachm ent of the state 
militia, and no one was allowed to 
enter until after his business bad been 
stated and the execui *>• _ ven his con­ 
sent to see the visitor. 
The 
present 
conflict 
has 
been 
brought about by the friction which 
has existed between the governor and 
the people of Denver and of Arapahoe 
county, in which Denver is located, 
ever since he came into office. 
He 
owed his election to the populist vote 
in the rural districts and small towns 
of the state. 
a strong prejudice against him in 
Denver. 
Two 
months 
ago 
he 
removed two members of the police 
board. 
The case was carried to the 
Supreme court, which held th at the 
governor had not exceeded his author­ 
ity. 
The two deposed members there­ 
upon yielded and Jackson Orr and II. 
J. M artin were appointed 
instead. 
Later the governor deposed both of 
them on the charge th at they were 
protecting the gambling houses and 
appointed S. D. Barnes and Dennis 
Mullins. 
Orr and Jackson, however,refused to 
vacate and obtained an injunction 
from Judge Graham of the District 
fcourt, restraining the governor and the 
new members from taking possession 
of the office, the court holding that 
the governor could appoint, but in 
case of resistance could not induct his 
appointees into office, th at power re­ 
maining in the judiciary: th at is to 
say, if resistance was made it would be 
necessary to take the proper proceed­ 
ings in court to obtain possession. 
The governor, however, ignored the 
injunction and on Wednesday night 
called upon the First regim ent of the 
state militia to assemble, following up 
this action Thursday by orders to 
march on the city hall and take it by 
force if necessary. 
The police and fire departm ents, in 
the meantime, had prepared to hold 
the city hall by force of arms, and 
the entire police force was placed 
on duty a t the building, in addi­ 
tion to several hundred of the tough 
citizens of Denver, with records as 
man-killers, had been sworn in by 
Sheriff Burchinali as deputy sheriffs 
to re-enforce the police. 
The mem­ 
bers of the fire departm ent are also 
armed and have lines of hose laid 
throughout the city hall. 
To com­ 
plete the features of this condition of 
civil war the surgical departm ent of 
the city is prepared to take care of 
the wounded in case of conflict 
W a s h in g to n , 
March 
16.—General 
McCook telegraphed army headquart­ 
ers here th at Gov. Waite had applied 
for the use of United States troops. 
He had taken the troops to Denver and 
transm itted the application 
of the

SUGAR MEN FIGHT 
THE TARIFF BILL 


GOT TH E EARTH BUT W A N T 
FEN CE TOO. 


Now They Rise to Demand That the 
Reciprocity Agreements Be Termin­ 
ated at Once—Speculation on the 
Result of the Bland Bill Becoming 
a Law. 


W a s h in g to n , March 17.—It Is now 
said th at the sugar men are angry. 
They say th at the reciprocity agree­ 
ments must be term inated, otherwise 
sugar will come in free and the inter­ 
ests of their sugar growing constitu­ 
ents will be ruined. 
But if the re­ 
ciprocity agreements are term inat­ 
ed 
the 
pork 
interests 
of 
Chi­ 
cago, 
which 
alone 
exceed 
in 
value the southern sugar interests, 
will be badly damaged by the reimpo­ 
sition of the embargo, and the flour 
manufacturers, 
whose 
productions 
will be practically shut out of Cuba, 
will suffer. 
The talk that the house 
will support the sugar duty because of 
the 
revenue 
is 
heard 
no 
more, 
because, if the 
reciprocity treaties 
are continued, sugar will come in free 
and produce no revenue. 
It is possi 
hie th at the original recommendation 
of the ways and means committee pro 
viding for free raw sugar, a quarter- 
cent duty on refined and a gradual de­ 
crease of the bounty till it term inates 
in 1905 and the continuation of the 
reciprocity agreements, will be adoptee. 
as the best solution of the problem. 
It seems likely th a t the democratic 
m ajority will make whatever changes 
they intend in the schedules between 
now and Tuesday, so th at the bill can 
be reported to the senate th at day. 
It is understood the committee has 
under consideration a suggestion look­ 
ing to a provision for a check upon the 
valuations of imports made by New 
York appraisers by amending the bill 
so as to require th at all invoices shall 
he sent to the treasury departm ent at 
Washington.

W hat th e B land B ill M eans Should It 
B ecom e a Law. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 17.—Should the 
Bland bill become a law the mints 
will a t once begin the work of trans­ 
forming the silver bullion into dollars. 
It will take about five years to do the 
job, though were the bullion distrib­ 
uted among the 
three 
mints 
in 
proportion 
to 
their 
capacity 
it 
could 
be 
done in less time. 
The 
cost of transfer, however, is too great 
to make the distribution advisable. 
As the stock is held now, the San 
Francisco mint, coining $1,000,GOO a 
month, would take sixteen m onths to 
finish its stock. It would take the New 
Orleans m int twelve months to coin its 
stock a t 
the same rate of 
speed. 
The balance of the bullion, amount­ 
ing to 118,000,0u0 ounces, or, when 
coined, $150,000,000, is at the Philadel­ 
phia mint, and, unless an extra shift 
of men should be put to work, five 
years would be required to coin its 
stock and a t the same time do such 
other work as occasion might require. 
As it costs $5 per thousand to carry 
silver from Philadelphia to New Or­ 
leans and $8 to San Francisco, the im­ 
probability of a transfer is easily ap­ 
preciated.

* Police Superintendent O’Meara of 
Pittsburg has already arranged to co­ 
operate with authorities here and else­ 
where and will send a large number of 
officers to Massillon to remain with 
the army and advise the home office in 
advance of the arrival of the common­ 
weal. 
Great apprehension exists here in 
spite of the present serenity. 
This 
could not be otherwise in view of the 
reports from East 
Liverpool and 
Homestead.

such w rinkles, w hich are very ap t to ap­ 
pear in the outside fabric, and if they 
are once pressed in it is alm ost im pos­ 
sible to w holly erase them . 
Sometimes 
in pressing cloth the iron w ill leave a 
shiny m ark. W hen this is th e case, take 
a w et cloth w hich has been w ell w rung 
out, lay it over the place and lay a hot 
iron on it, lifting it im m ediately. 
Then 
give it a brush w ith a whisk broom , and 
the gloss w ill disappear.

One of the most picturesque figures in 
Irish history is Peter O'Neill Crowley. 
Ile was l>oTO in the barony of Iinokil- 
leagli, in the county of Cork, and joined 
the Fenian organization at a very early 
age. 
When the rising of March, eight 
een hundred and sixty-seven, took jilace 
he was in the van. 
Ile and four or five of his companions 
—McClure, Kelly, Walsh and O'Neill 
among the number—had .secreted them­ 
selves in the woe I at Kilclooney, not 
far from Mitchellstown. 
They were 
practically outlaws, fur a price had been 
offered for their capture. 
But it was 
riot destined to be paid—in money. 
De­ 
spite informers and government spies, 
the authorities had no idea of how many 
leaders, or of their fullow’ers, were in tile 
wood, 
It was a terrible ordeal for these few’ 
brave men, practically deserted by the 
thousands who had sworn to follow them, 
and living beneath the trees, with no 
All went on (juite 
other shelter for over three weeks. 
It 
was a most forlorn condition; but Mack- 
ey— who was the Mercury of tho little 
band—and Crowley, determined to “ tiro 
out tho enemy,” and the latter's little 
nephew brought them bre;id and other 
food from tho village unobserved. 
(One 
of them told me that the loyalty and 
strategic patriotism of this little fellow’ 
is unexcelled in any history.) 
But there is an end to all things; and 
to this romance of outlawry of the sixty- 
seven rising there came a sad and ter­ 
rible ending. The authorities, believing 
that at least a thousand Fenians wrere in 
Kilclooney wood, arranged for a grand 
couj) and detailed a regiment of soldiers 
and several hundred policemen to sur­ 
round it. 
It w’as in tho dawn of the 
morning when this formidable little 
army approached Kilclooney from op- 
[)osito directions. 
The wood descends 
from the converging hillsides of a pic­ 
turesque valley to a little stream in the 
center. 
Tho soldiers came down tho western 
side, on the northern end of the wood, 
and the police forces on the eastern 
As the light was dim, at this early hour, 
aud a mist had gathered around the 
glen, the officers of tho military force, 
j seeing the body of darkly dressed men 
descending tho opposite slope, decided 
that they were Fenians. 
Orders to tire 
were immediately given— a real battle 
w’as believed to be imminent— and a 
redcoat volley was jxnired into the ad­ 
vancing body of green coated jiolice- 
men. 
And for a moment it was not 
unlike a real battle, for the jxfficemen, 
enraged by the deaths and wounds of 
that volley, responded unerringly with 
a Royal Irish green coated shower of 
bullets. 
The result of the affair was uneven— 
the royal Irish constabulary are much 
better shots than the military. 
I cannot 
tell with any accuracy how many were 
killed on both sides, bnt I do know that 
there were many more on each side than 
the entire number of Fenians, “whose

Brought a Watchful Summons From 
the Pagan King.

It has been told a thousand times— 
this story of 
Ireland’s patron saint— 
and yet we w ill listen to it to-day 
with unabated interest, and w ill find 
it new and thrilling as when first it 
fell upon our youthful ears. 
W hy? 
Because we are the children of bt* 
I’atrick, and children love to dw ell 
upon the words that have fallen from 
a father's lips, and to linger over scenes 
made sacred by a father’s footsteps. 
Where is the Irish Catholic 
whose 
heart w ill not beat faster to the 
strains of 
‘ T iail Glorious Apostle,” 
whether memory associates its music 
with that hallowed land St. Patrick's 
feet have trod, or blends it with the 
sweeter strains of a mother's voice as 
she crooned it over his cradle in F ree­ 
dom’s land? 
Reader non-versed in ancient Celtic 
history, Ireland has had her days of 
glory— of m ilitary, scholastic, and re-* 
ligious glory. 
We of this generation 
have become so fam iliar with the tear 
in her eye, that we have almost for­ 
gotten the smile, once radient as her 
own sunny skies; 
we have listened so 
long to the wail of her harp, that w e 
can scarcely remember the strains 
once 
gladsome 
and free 
as 
the 
songs of 
her 
own woodland 
w ar­ 
blers. 
It was in the days of her m ilitary 
glory that 
Ireland’s future apostle 
was first landed a slave on her shores.

Pope Celestine and been consecrated 
bishop, St. Patrick landed in Ireland 
in 13’L 
He found a people compara­ 
tively civilized and refined, and there­ 
fore much better prepared to receive 
the truths of christianity than any 
other nation of Europe outside impe­ 
rial Rome. 
The Irish were alw ays, 
then as they are now, 
a reverential 
people, hence they 
were peculiarly 
susceptible to religious truth; they

It was a crime punisha­ 
ble with death to ligh t any other fire 
in the surrounding country until the

T ara H ill blazed 
forth. 
To his amazement, the iron 
arch beheld a bright fire kindled in 
the early evening on the H ill of Slane, 
eight miles distant.

Paschal fire which St. 
Patrick and

that “ momentous day for E rin” was

Saturday. 
Calling his chief 
druid, the king pointed out to him the 
flickering beam on the distant hori­ 
zon. 
Long and w istfully the pagan 
priest gazed at the spot,

Summoned before the angry king, 
St. Patrick appeared arrayed in his 
vestments and crozier in hand; but no 
penalty fell on him. In the presence of 
the assembled noblea and

priests, he proclaimed that he had 
come to quench the fires of pagan sac­ 
rifice in Ireland, and to Pght the lamp

Looking hi ihe many half crowns 
and shillings with which I have 
parted 
in order to 
be able to 
enjoy a cigar without official inter­ 
ference, I can scarcely withhold some 
slight sympathy from the railway 
guards, whose supplementary emolu­ 
ments have been so cruelly cut down 
by the introduction of smoking car­ 
riages, remarks a London writer. 
Oddly enough, a surreptitious rail­ 
way cigar plays a little part in the 
history of tho great exhibition of 
1851. 
Charles Dickens was never 
tired of telling a story in which tho 
chief actors were Joseph 
Paxton, 
king 
of 
gardeners, 
and 
Robert 
Stephenson, the illustrious engineer. 
Paxton was on the board of direct­ 
ors of a railway company, and had 
been attending a meeting at Derby. 
There was a great talk at the time 
about the competition for designs 
foe the exhibition buildings in Hyde 
park, and in tho interval of business 
Paxton sketched on a piece of blot­ 
ting paper his first idea of an exhi­ 
bition palace, which was practically 
a great greenhouse of iron and glass. 
in shape resembling three immensely 
long packing cases, superimposed on 
each other, 
and diminishing in 
breadth and length as they ascended. 
The meeting over,Paxton returned 
to town, taking his blotting-paper 
sketch with him. 
In a first-class 
railway compartment he met Robert 
Stephenson. 
The absorbing topic of 
the day. that of the exhibition build­ 
ings, swiftly arose, and Paxton pro­ 
duced his sketch and showed it to 
the great engineer. 
Before glancing 
at it the mighty builder of railway 
bridges, 
who 
was an 
inveterate 
smoker, lighted a big cigar. 
“ It’s 
wonderful, it’s astonishing,” cried 
Robert Stephenson in honest adm ira­ 
tion; “ it is the only design that can 
possibly be accepted; only, as re­ 
gards its form, it wants something, 
but I cannot exactly tell what that 
Something 
I am an engineer and 
not an architect. 
This sketch must 
be shown to Charles Barry.” 
The sketch, or rather un elaborate 
drawing 
of Paxton’s design, 
was 
submitted to the distinguished archi­ 
tect of the houses of parliament, 
who, fully sharing 
the admiration 
expressed by Robert Stephenson, said 
quietly: 
“ It only wants a transept. 
A transept was added and the crys­ 
tal palace was born.

time—he realized large sums fr^m 
unwary collectors. 
Becker wa* a 
man of resource, and some sense of 
humor. 
How to take off the appear­ 
ance of novelty from the freshly- 
struck coin was a tjuestion of difficult 
solution. 
H eso’ved it thus: He had 
a small box constructed, which ho 
partly Ailed with iron filings and 
screwed to the springs of his car­ 
riage, and in that box he placed his 
newly-struck coins, and then, as he 
expressed it, “ took his old gentle­ 
man a drive” on the road between 
Frankfort and Offenbach.
